yardstick determining whether he is a patriot who truly desires the reuni~ 
fication of the fatherland or a traitor who schemes to divide the national 
territory. Every fact since the issuance of the 4 July Joint Statement 
eloquently proves that the South Korean rulers, manipulated by the U.S. 
imperialists, are heinous eplittiste who seek not reunification but the 
division of the people. 


As exposed already to the whole world, the Pak Chong-hui clique (word 
indistinct) after the announcement of the 4 July Joint Statement ruptured 
the North-South dialog which was arranged earlier. The Pak Chong-hui clique

[Text] According to a foreign press report, the ROK and Japan on 30 June 
agreed to promote exchanges of military personnel. This agreement was 
made between the ROK air force chief of staff, Yun Cha-chung, who was 
visiting Japan, and the director-general of the Japanese self-defense 
agency at their talks. This shows that the military collusion between the 
ROK and Japan has entered in a more dangerous stage. 


As is known, this is the first time they have agreed on exchanges of 
military members in uniform through official talks and to officially 
announce such an agreement. Military collusion between the ROK and Japan 
has been plotted in secrecy until now. In 1962 the toadying and nation- 
selling ROK regime and the reactionary government of Japan had already 
worked out a plan for ROK-Japanese military cooperation, and the plan 
was formalized as a secret agreement in 1965. The secret military agree- 
ment opened the way for stationing Japanese defense officials in Seoul 
and for exchanging defense officials for purpose of observing military 
facilities in the respective countries. In the agreement, Japan agreed 
to provide repair and maintenance service for ROK weapons brought into 
Japan, to train cadres and pilots of the ROK armed forces at Japanese 
military bases, and to conduct such ROK-Japanese joint operations as 
antiaircre*t operations utilizing early warning systems and operations to 
block the Korean strait in an emergency. 


Based on the secret agreement, a ROK military attache has been stationed 
in Tokyo since 1966 and Japanese counterparts have been in Seoul since 
1967. Since 1968 there have been visits to the ROK by Japanese defense 
officials at the level of chief of staff of the Japanese self-defense 
forces. In 1970, an agreement on exchanges of military officers was 
condluded between the ROK and Japan, and exchanges of military trainees 
has been regarded as normal since 1971. Since 1975 mutual visits have

As the truth is known to the world, the Kwangju incident was not caused 
by wirepulling from behind by somebody. It was a heroic resistance by

The 
fact that the Chon Tu-hwan ring is trying to charge Kim Tae-chung with 
being a (’pro-communist) by clamoring about his past political activities 
is a shameless act.

[Text] According to reports, U.S. army chief of staff Meyer arrived 

in South Korea and discussed with the South Korean puppets the question of 
so-called security cooperation, in a series of meetings with the puppets 
on 1 July, he said that the U.S. commitment to the defense of South Korea 
is firm and that the United States will strengthen security cooperation 
with South Korea through joint military exercises of U.S. troops and the 
puppet armed forces. 


The meetings held between the U.S. master and its stooge in the name of 
security cooperation indicate that Meyer came with a U.S. imperialist 
war plan and discussed detailed steps to carry out the plan. 


It is an intolerable act that the boss of the U.S. imperialist aggressor 
troops came to Seoul and held secret war talke with the puppets when 
voices opposing the occupation of South Korea by the U.S. imperialists 
and demanding the withdrawal of the U.S. troops from South Korea are 
ringing loudly both at home and abroad. 


It is dbvious that the security cooperation and the defense commitment 
the bouses of U.S. imperialism talk about are merely shields to conceal 
their ambition for aggression against our country and to justify their 
war policy. It is the invariable objective of the U.S. imperialists to 
maintain their colonial rule in South Korea and to hold on to South Korea 
as 4 military bridgehead for their aggression against Asia. This was 
reflected in a report recently released by the U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, which contends the occupation of South Korea by the 
U.S. troops is a key element of the U.S. defense position in East Asia. 


Prompted by this objective, the U.S. imperialists, while denying the 
existence of the threat of an invasion from the North, strengthened their 
policy of aggression and war, shamelessly interfering in the affairs of 
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South Korea by using the excuse of the complex situation created in South

The vast Anbyon Plain on the lower Namdaechon Stream is a knawm rice bowl 
on the east coast. 


Anbyon County plays a big role in the grain production of Kangwon 
Province. 


I, along with an official of the county cooperative farm management 
committee, went out to the plain where rice-transplanting was in full 
swing. The bank of the Namdaechon Stream afforded a fine view of the 
vast Anbyon Plain. The plain was full of agricultural workers’ revolu- 
tionary zeal to greet the historic Sixth Party Congress with a rich 
harvest. 


Pleasant humming of harrowing tractors spread through the plain and rice- 
transplanting machine operators were singing merrily. 


With a glad heart I looked at a field where machines were transplanting 
rice. It was a big field of over 2,000 pyong and four machines were 
working in it. While I was looking at it the field turned green. 


In the pre-liberation years the plain was fully acidified as a result 
of the Japanese imperialists’ policy of colonial plunder and suffered 
much from drought, flood and sea wind and rice did not ripen well. 


Only after the country's liberation, under the brilliant guidance of the 
great leader Comrade Kim I1 Song the plain turned into a fertile one 


yielding a rich crop every year. 


With the strong support of the state the peasants here carried out a 
large-scale irrigation project and made the calamity-carrying Namdaechon 
Stream a river of happiness irrigating the plain. They also improved 
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land, carried out afforestation and water control projects and rezoned 
fields into standard ones for machine operation. 


Irrigation and electrification were completed in a short time after the 
war, and comprehensive mechanisation and chemicalization are dynamically 
progressing now, and the peasants here, who had done exhausting work 
from generation to generation, do farming pleasantly with the help of 
machines and chemicals. 


Last year the plain's per-hectare rice yield grew by 1.3 tone as against 
the record year. tts grain output increased nearly 4.8 times ae compared 
with the preliberation days. Rice accounts for 90 percent of the county's 
grain output. Talking about the happy life of the peasants in the 
radically changed plain, we went to the Chonsam Cooperative Farm. 


Chonsam-ri, now 4 socialist modern village good to live in, is widely 
known for ite persimmon. 


Hille and the modern village at their foot were tastefully planted with 
the fruit trees. The air was full of the fragrance of the persimmon 
flowers which were in full blossom in the warm sun. Even gardens and 
roads were bordered with the fruit trees. So the village looked just 
like a beautiful park. 


The chairman of the farm mamangement board boasted of his village. 


The fatherly leader visited the farm thrice and taught the peasants here, 
who had subsisted only on millet and barnyard millet, the way to live 

on rice and meat and pointed out fruit trees suited to the weather and 
soil of the farm. 


Under his deep concern the village and hills were covered with pers immon 
trees, which had been beyond imagination. 


The farm has a persimmon orchard of over 100 hectares and each household 
has 15-20 persimmon trees in the garden. 


Each household is said to pick one or two tons of persimmon from the trees 
planted in roadside and garden. 


Fruit culture plays a big role in the agricultural production of the 
county. The county has a big state-run fruit farm and each cooperative 
farm has o large orchard. This count, he chief producer of fruits in 
Kangwon Province. 


Chief fruits produced by this county are a,;ie, pear and peach and it 
also grows persimmon, grape, plum and other fruits. The county has the 
developed food industry processing farm produce and fruits which it 
richly yields and other local industries. 
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Indeed, the Anbyon Plain has turned into a paradise for the people abun- 
dantly producing fruite and rice under the bright raya of the rural theses. 


Port Full of Joy over Big Catch 


The coastline turned round the Kalma peninsula surrounding the Kumya 
Bay and stretched south, leaning to the east. 


A beautiful seascape came in sight through the window of the running car. 
My car was approaching Tongchon. 


Tongchon County bordering upon Anbyon County to the northwest has rapidly 
developed into a county with fishing, mining, power and local industries 
and developed agriculture. 


Fishing industry of the county with a coastline scores of kilometres long 
is very important in the development of its economy. 


The great leader Comrade Kim 11 Song said: 


"To make a fine haul of fish in all seasons, we should combine pelagic 
fishing with medium and small-scale fisheries and apply various fishing 
methods." 


in June 1959 the fatherly leader visited this county, and said that the 
development of fishing industry was the main task of Tongchon County and 
instructed to conduct fishing operations in all seasons and catch a lot 
of fish to improve the dietary life of the people. 


First I visited the Kojo Fishery Station in the county seat. 

When I arrived there many fishing boats were returning sounding a whistle 
to the port, flying the flag of big haul. Sea-gulle were mewing in 
flocks as if welcoming then. 

At the port fish was unloaded from boats which had already arrived. 

Fish scooped up by machines went through pipes, cascaded to the landing, 
and then flowed by belt conveyer to the refrigeration plant and the pro- 
cessing shop. 

The port was full of optimiem and joy. 


I looked around the refrigeration plant and the processing shop of the 
station. The shop was producing various salted, seasoned and dried fish. 


A leading official of the county boasted of the development of fishing 
industry in his county. 











The county's large and amalil-scale fisheries are highly developed and 
it catches fish by various methods. 


| aleo visited the Kojo Fishermen's Cooperative honoured with "Kim 11 
Song Order.” This cooperative which started with a socialist fishery 
association in 1947 after liberation is setting an example in the devel - 
opment of medium and emall-secale and inshore fisheries. 


After the war it had only a few wooden rowboate. But now it has scores 
of big and emall fishing boate and modern fishing machines and tackle. 


it aleo has emall wooden motor boate with which it catches trepang, 
suseel, sea shells, octopus and eo on by angling, spearing, diving and 
other methode in the coastal waters. 


Fishermen of this cooperative catch fish more than 300 days 4 year and 
already carried out their assignments for four years of the Second Seven- 
Year Plan in Pebruary thie year. 


There are fishermen's cooperatives in fishing villages in the county and 
fishing workteame at cooperative farme on the seaside. 


After inepecting the county's fishing industry rapidly developing under 
a new fisheries guidance system established by the great leader, I went 
to see scenic places in the county. 


Lake Sijung noted for ite scenery and gud treatment is in Kangdong-ri, 
Tongchon County. 


The bed of the lake some 12 kilometres round is epread with aud good for 
treatment. 


Mud containe sulfide, caicive and magnesium and ie especially effective 
for cure of chronic hepatitie and gastritie and neuraigia. 


Saying that the @ud of thie lake wae very good for treatment of diseases, 
the fatherly leader inetructed to set up 4 sodern @ud-treatment facility. 


According to hie instruction, the Sijungho Sanatorium with 4 comprehen- 
sive treatment ground, comfortable buildings and eodern facil ities 
appeared in the forest on the lakeside, which attracts many working people 


every year. 
Chongeokchong is 4 noted scenic place in the sea off the Kojo Port. 


it presente 4 wonderful wiew ae if fantastic rocks of Mt. Kurngang were 
afloat in the ees. It consists of aysterious long-weathered basalt 
pillere queerly etanding in 4 group in the ses. 
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The beauty of Chongeokohong does not lie only in ite architectural 
beauty. 


it is especially beautiful when the red-glowing eun rises out of the sea 


and when dazzling golden waves hit the etone pillare and tose up rainbow= 
coloured apraye. 


Se noted poets wrote many poeme singing of ite beauty from olden times. 


These scenic places are nw used for the reset and sight-seeing of work= 
ing people.
